Fur Prize. 

You are doubtless aware that the 
ermine of which your muff is made 
has been the emblem of royalty almost 
sinee royalty began, in Russia, until 
very recent years, ite use being for- 
bidden to those not of noble birth. But 
1) wonder if you are likewixe. aware 
that it is brother, or at leust first 
cousin, to the weasel. Ermine, as a 
matter of fact, is nothing mure than 
the weasel of common stout ‘in its 
northern coat, for, like other arctic 
and subarctic animals, the weasel turns 
white in winter in order that it may be 
as inconspicuous as possible in its en- 
vironment of ice and snow. Yet so 
abnormally keen of sight are the Si- 
berian trappers that they can distin- 
guish at almost incredible distances 
the little black tip of the ermine’s 
tail as it whisks across the dazzling 
plains. , 

It is very shy, is the ermine, and 
special snares must be devised by the 
trapper to avoid injuring the delicate 
skin. Even the smallest of the steel 
traps are too heavy for such tiny ani- 
mals as these, and here it is that the 
trapper’s fertility of resource is most 
strikingly displayed. .Smearing a little 
grease op his hunting knife, he tays it 
across the succession of dots and 
dashes which show that an ermine hus 
passed that way. Along comes the 
tiny white form on its erratic course 
again. The grease appeals to it, and 
it begins to lick the knife blade, 
which in those far northern lands, 
where the mercury drops to 20, 30, 40 
degrees below zero, is inconceivably 
cold. Did you never as a child on a

They contended that the de- 
nomination of the thoroughfare in 
which they reside produces a bad im- 
pression on those te whom they are 
obliged to give their address. 

This Street of the Bad Boys. was, it 
appears, so named in the sixteenth 
century because of the noisy character 
of its inbabitants. But now it needs 
no such designation, thoze who reside 
there being for the most part peaceful 
and respectable citizens.

BARS THE CROOKS 


Uncle Sam’s Assay Office In Wall 
Street Not a “Fence.” 


ON THE WATCH FOR THIEVES. 


Precautions Taken to Keep Jewelry 
and Gold and Silver Articles, That 
May Have Been Stolen, Out: of the 
Government’s Melting Pot. 


The way tn which the United States 
assay office in Wall street keeps it- 
self from becoming a “fence” where 
thieves and crooks may bring their 
stolen wares to have them melted and 
receive casb for the same was recently 
explained by the superintendent. 

The federal statutes make it difficult 
for those in charge to refuse any gold 
or silver handed in, The statute reads 
in part that “any owner of gold and 
silver bullion shall be entitled to de- 
posit the same, and it shall be melted 
and assayed immediately.” It does 
not designate that only the rightful 
owner may apply for service, and inus- 
much as possession is pine points ox ithe 
law of rightful ownership the assayer 
is not allowed to be a doubting Thom- 
as. 

“Several years ago,” said the super 
intendent, “there was a city detective 
stationed in the building to watch for 
jewelry and gold and silver pieces that 
‘were presented for assaying to deter- 
mine whether or not they were stolen 
goods. He remained here for eighteen 
months, and during that time be did 
not catch a single thief. The reason 
was that the news undoubtedly went 
out to every ‘fence,’ crook and thief. of 
every. description in the city that a 
guard was at the assay olfice and to 
watcb out for him, 

“After the city detective was with- 
drawn it became more necessary to se- 
cure some other means to prevent our 
offices from really becoming a ‘fence’ 
for stolen articles. 

“The one provision we finally incor- 
porated into our rules that has kept 
away from us the greatest portion of 
Stolen zoods that might otherwise be 
headed ia our direction was t 


will turn 
th. ‘ lars under 
the amount, but we cannot always 
guess correctly when looking at xoods. 

“We have many © ways of deter- 
mining whether 8 presented to us 
bave been stolen, but it would not be 
wise to let every crook in town know 
what they are. Sufficient to suy that 
every time we have suspected things 
were not right we have secured imme- 
diate co-operation of the New York de- 
tective burean, and I believe we have 
secured better results than when a 
man from the central office was con- 
stantly on watch. Then the stuff did 
not appear. Since then we have been 
of assistance in tracing down several 
burglar mysteries, 

“When goods are stolen that value 
or would assay over $100 it is much 
easier for us to keep the lists of the 
same which are furnished by the po- 
lice department and to be on the look- 
out for what is wanted. 

“Then when the value of the articles 


| is over that amount we are in much 


safer position to put a few questions to 
our customer, to discover who he is 
and why be wants to get money for 
the articles. If we are still suspicious 
that all is not as it should be it is a 
simple matter to make a few investiga- 
tions before we complete the transac- 
tion, 

“I am perfectly aware that the idea 
fs prevalent in many quarters that the 
United States assay office is a ‘fence’ 
for thieves to bring their wares. This 
may have been the case in New York 
in the old days, and it may be so now 
im other places, but 1 feel that it is a 
pity that such feeling still exists in 
New York. It may be that there are 
cases where stolen articles get by us, 
but we are constantly on the lookout 
for crooks and what they have looted, 
and I feel safe in saying that there is 
leas justice to the term ‘fence’ being 
applied to us now than at any other 
time in the history of the office."—New 
York World,

At Fort Simpson an experimental 
farm has been established by the Do- 
minion government, and another is to 
be established under the management 
of Mr. Bell. At. Fort Vermilion, fur- 
ther south, between 30,000 and 40,000 
bushels of grain are produced every 
year and disposed of to the settlers 
of the north, and the success which 
has attended the agricultural experi- 
ments at Fort Laird and Fort Simp- 
son indicate that ‘the climatic condi- 
tions are such that crops may be suc- 
cessfully raised throughout the whole 
of this vast area. During the present 
year the Dominion experimental 
farm at Ottawa has produced a new 
wheat, the Marquis wheat, which ‘ma- 
tures from 10 to 14 days earlier than 
the Red. Fife which has hitherto been 
Alberta’s earliest maturing whéat, and 
is equally good milling. This wheat 
will prove admirably adapted to the 
country of the far north. In the 
Grande Prairie country and other por- 
tions of Central Alberta, the late ma- 
turing grains can be. raised success- 
fully.

|Lord.. The prophet Isaiah, also joined 
him in prayer in this his time of diffi- 
culty (II Chron. xxxii, 2). Hezekiah 
was thus able to speak to the hearts 
of the people because he was himself 
comforted by his trust in the Lord.’ 
“Be strong and courageous; be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria. There be more with us than 
with them. With him is an arm of 
flesh, but with us is the Lord our God 
to help us and to fight, our battles”

In the portion assigned us today we 
have the Lord’s answer to Hezekiah 
through the prophet Isaiah. It be- 
comes us to be sure that God answers 
prayer and, having committed our af- 
fairs to Him, leave all with Him in 
quietness even though we may not 
have as speedy an answer as the king 
had.’ There is no resting place like 
the words of the Lord God of Israel. 
The Virgin, the daughter of Zion, 
hath despised thee and laughed thee 
to scorn (verse 22). When kings and 
rulers take counsel together against 
the Lord He that sitteth in the heav- 
ens shall laugh, the Lord shall have 
them in derision (Ps. ii, 1.5). When 
the Lord’s people are touched in any 
way it is the Lord Himself who is 
touched. When the king of Assyria 
reproached and blasphemed: the king 
of Judah he was really blaspheming 
the Lord, the Holy One .: of’: Israel 
(verses 23,24). So it has been and 
shall be again and again until the 
last great blasphemer shall be cast 
alive into the lake of fire (Dan. xi, 86; 
Rev. xiii, 4-8; xix, 19). ‘ 

It is God Himself that the devil 
hates and would dethrone if he could 
and therefore shows his hatred toward 
the people of God, but hear the Lord 
as He says to him, “I know thy abode, 
and thy going out, and thy coming in, 
and thy rage against. me (verse 28). 
Then note what follows as to His as- 
surance of deliverance and mark well 
the words, “The zeal of the Lord of 
hosts shall do this’? (verse 32). Com- 
pare Isa, ix, 7, and be assured that 
the zeal of the Lord of hosts will not 
rest till the king shall sit on David’s 
throne and reign over the house of 
Jacob (Luke i, 31-33). For His own 
sake and for His servant David’s sake 
will do it (verse 35), See how 
easily the Lord can overthrow His 
enemies and deliver. His people. He’ 
has but to speak and it is done. The 
angel of the Lord went forth that 
night, and by His power 185,000 of the 
Assyrian army died. Thus easily did — 
He overthrow Pharaoh and his hosts 
in the Red Sea. 

In Israel’s last extremity, when the 
armies of antichrist shall be gathered 
against Jerusalem, He shall come in 
the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory and shall consume with 
the spirit of His mouth and destroy 
with the brightness of His coming 
that wicked one and his armies (II 
Thess, i, 810; Isa. xi, 4; Rev. xix, 
19, 20), 

Remember how when Judas and his 
band came to arrest Him in the days 
of His humiliation and weakness He 
simply said, “I am,” and they went 


backward and fell to the ground. Re- 
member also that “‘by the word of t 
Lord were the heavens made and . 
the host of them by the breath of His 
mouth’’ (Ps, xxxiii, 6) and ask what 
you know of the power and wisdom 
of God. May He grant us according 
to the riches of is glory to be 
strengthened with might by His spirit 
in the inner man (Eph. iii, 16).
